verse : "For Christ also hath once 
suffered for sins, the just for tha tU' 
just, that ho might bring us to God, 
beiug put to death iu the flesh, but 
(]uickanfld by the Spirit By which 
also he went and preached unto the 
spirits in prison; which sometime were 
dis<)be<lient, when once the long sufibr- 
ing of God waited in the daya of 
Noah." - 

The preacher said the Spirit referred 
to in the 18th verse was the Holy 
Spirit; the third person in the TMnity 
— tiiG energy of the Trinity on earth 
The spirit referred to in the 19th verse 
was the spirit of man, and the prison 
waa the body. Thus Christ through 
the divine energy of the Holy Spirit 
preached to the spirits of men while 
they were confined in the body or 
]>risoo. God preadied to them in the 
days of Noah, they heeded not the 
re]iroof8 of the spirit, and consequent- 
ly they are now in prison and there is 
no chance for an escape. Jude, re- 
ferring to the i>cople of Sodom and 
(iomorrnha, tells of their sins, and 
suys they are in everlasting chains and 
under darkness, anfl*ering the ven 
i^caiioc of eieriuil fire. If the spirits 
of those |)eople are now suffering, if 
tliey are now iu prison, they must be 
conscious, gr they would not know a 
|>rison from a palace. They are con- 
scious; they are now in a condition of 
woe. Then think of the rich man and 
Laamia. It mattett not whether thi.s 
i- a ])araM:' or history. It serves the 
sanie purpise in either event Both 
die and thefar aphita go to the apirit 
world; one to heaven, the othar |(p hell, 
Then the spirit ofthe rich man lifta 
up its eyes, and sees afiur off Lazarus 
iu Abraham's bosom, and talks to 
Abraham. Tliis shows that the spirit 
is conscious after death . it is not oidy 
conscious, but bos eyes and uses them; 
has a voice and uses it; haaa mind and 
thiuks not only of it« surroundings, 
but of things iu this world. The dis- 
tance itaeea, the great distance its 
voice reaehea, and the readineas with 
which it recognises Abraham, who had 
heeii dead. 2, 000 years before the rich 
inaft was born iuto the world, not only 
showa t^ tba apillt ia oonaoious after 
deatli, that its powers are infinitely 
'greater than when confinetl iu the 
body on earth. The allegory in the 
rith chapter of Eccleeiostes plainly 
tells that the body is but the prison, 
the house ofthe spirit. 

So far as philosophy u concerned, it 
cau tell noting of the ftitura condi- 
tion ofthe spirit; it is (tod's word that 
we must take; it t«lls us the spirit is 
conscious after death. Abiabam re- 
fers to things that had taken plaoe 
since his death, showing none of his 
faculties had been lost, that while in 
the spirit world, he knew what was 
traus|)iring on earth. God determined 
that (ieatli at no time should impair 
his greatest workman. In the spirit 
world we will know intuitively. The 
rich man knew .Miraham ; nobody in- 
troduced tliem; lie knew his nationali- 
ty; Abraham knew the rich man, knew 
lis condition in the world. This ex- 
amjile, whether history or allegory, 
hows \\\at spirits in the other world 
know what is going on iu this. Then 
instead of standing over the graves of 
lead friends and weo]iing, we should 
feel joyful that they live ou, that^hey 
have greater faculties of mind than 
we, that they are in a higher sphere, 
capable of greater things, more glorious 
things. Let us lift our voioea for 
mure faith and not weep. 

Jeaua said that the thief who truly 
repented should he w ith him in Para- 
lise. Where is Paradise? Romans 
2ud and 7th verse aaya It ia where the 
tree of life is; then where is the tree of 
life? The 22ud chapter aud 2ud 
verse Bays it is in the city of God. 
Then the city of God and Paradise are 
the same. In the -12th chapter of 
Corinthians we have the testimony of 
one who was in that Paradise. He 
gives ua a brief deaeription of it He 
heard unspcakahli' words. Here again 
wc have e\ ideucu that the spirits luik; 
to talk they must have minds, having 
minds they are conscious. Not only 
did Paul hear wg^pls, but unspeakable 
words — words t^t he could not com- 
municate. Superior language, great 
and grand when compared to dor silly 
utterances. Paul further wiys if our 
earthly house dissolve, we have a 
building made of Gktd. 

Death is only a transition from this 
world to the Paradise, the city of GikI.

We mean 
business, and unless each citizen comes 
square to the line, wa' will enforce the 
law and that means an amat and a 
fine. The people think too little 
about these things, and wa will wake 
them up by having them before the 
eourta. OMiena - who have no more 
respect for the health of their neigh- 
bors than to allow filth to accumulate 
about them ought to be run out of the 
community, and we are going to make 
it mighty hot for them thia spring. 
Talk and notices have played out, now 
we propoae to enfoioatha law, and you

1 le 
ismed cbcolar after circular courting 
peaceful tenn» until tlicfe was Imt one 
thing left to do, evict the tenants. 
Mr. Bryan wished to do this as peace- 
ably OS possible, and a test case was 
mode yesterday. Hundreds of negroe 
gathered, and tlie siluatlnn bii'an]e.>'o 
threating that the tShcrid' withdrew 
Ihe wildcat excitement prevails, and 
it is said the negroes threaten to attack 
the city of Newberne. It is reported 
to-nighi that the Governor will \ye 
called upon to order out. the State 
troops.
